TOWN  WARRANT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Harrisville  in  the 
County  of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Wells  Memorial  School  in 
said  Harrisville  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March,  next  at 
three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray tow^n  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

3.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  Town  Officers 
and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  agent  of  the  town. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$325.00  as  its  fair  share  of  the  operating  cost  of  the  Elliot 
Community  Hospital. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  continue  widening 
and  improving  the  McVeigh  Road. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Seventy-Five  dollars  ($75.00)  to  cover  expenses  of  Halloween 
party  for  the  children  of  the  town. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  purchase  from  Richard  Upton  a 
right  of  way  twenty  (20)  feet  in  width  extending  southwesterly 
from  the  old  Harrisville  Road  to  Russell  Reservoir  and  to  pay 
for  the  same  from  funds  received  by  the  town  from  the  sale  of 
lots  on  Russell  Reservoir. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  may  use  monies  received  from  the  sale 
of  lots  on  Russell  Reservoir  to  construct  a  road  over  the  twenty 
(20)  foot  right  of  way  to  be  purchased  from  R'chard  Upton. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  may  use  mopies  received  from  sale  of 
lots  on  Russell  Reservoir  to  extend  the  existing  Town  road 
from  Lot  No.  4  on  Russell  Reservoir  to  Lot  No.  17. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  Town  shall  refund  to  the  purchasers  the 
monies  received  by  the  town  from  the  sale  in  1957  of  the  lots  on 
Russell  Reservoir. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Fifteen  Hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  to  be  placed  in  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  replacement  of  road  equipment  under 
provision  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Act  of  1943,  chapter  160  as 
amended. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  street  light  installed 
at  Mud  Pond  in  front  of  the  John  W.  St.  Peter  House. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  to  have  the 
highway  department  plow  private  drive  ways. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  Five  Hundred  Sixty- 
One  dollars  and  Seventy-One  cents  ($561.71)  if  the  state  will 
contribute  Three  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Forty-Four  dollars 
and  Seventy-Two  Cents  ($3,744.72)  for  T.  R.  A.  Work. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not 
exceeding  Eighty  Six  Hundred  dollars  ($8,600.00)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  completing  improvements  to  the  Eastview  road  approxi- 
mately one  mile,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  notes  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  83,  Laws  of  1951  as  amended  by  Chapter  31,  Laws  of 
1953  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the  date  and 
place  of  payment  of  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the 
rate  of  interest  there  on,  and  to  take  such  other  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  Town. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  highway  depart- 
ment move  the  Stone  Water  Trough  at  Bennetts  Four  Corners 
to  the  Spring  at  Childs  Bog.  (By  petition). 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  restore  Four  Hundred 
dollars  ($400.00)  to  the  Harrisville  Beach  Committee  Funds, 
held  in  Trust  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  by  vote  of  Town 
meeting.  The  request  being  made  because  the  Beach  Committee 
voted  to  expend  only  Fifteen  Hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for 
road  improvements  but  were  charged  with  and  paid  Nineteen 
Hundred  dollars  ($1,900.00). 

18.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Committees  or  Officers  chosen, 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  there  to. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  credit  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

Art.  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the 
Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared.  Recessed  for  supper  at  6:15  p.  m. 


To  raise  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  Motion  made  to  accept 
the  budget  as  printed.  Amended  to  add  $200  to  the  town  offic- 
ers' salaries.  Amended  to  take  $500  from  the  General  Expense 
account  of  the  Highway  Department.  Amended  that  any  un- 
expended balance  of  the  Fire  Department  be  placed  in  a  Trust 
Fund  to  be  used  to  repair  the  Fire  Department  building.

Report  of  the  Harrisville  Beach  Com- 
mittee read  by  John  Marnell.  Motion  made  to  have  the  same 
Beach  Committee  for  Harrisville  as  last  year:  Harold  W.  Pope, 
Dr.  George  Stewart,  Mrs.  John  J.  Colony  Jr.,  Arthur  Wikman 
and  John  T.  Marnell.  Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
dispose  of  the  Tramp  House.  Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  have  a  completely 
written  report  of  the  Harrisville  Beach  Committee  printed  in 
the  Town  Report.  Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  to  have  a  completely  written  report 
of  the  Chesham  Beach  Committee  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 
Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Motion  made  and 
seconded  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  the  Town 
owned  land  around  Russell  Reservoir.  Vote  in  affirmative  and 
so  declared.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Selectmen 
locate  and  sell  if  they  so  desire  a  lot  of  land  known  as  the  Lelbia 
Stevens  land.  Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Motion 
made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  buy  a  box  wing  for  the  Town 
Truck  and  $585  be  taken  from  the  reserve  fund.  Motion  lost  and 
so  declared.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  it  be  stated  in  the 
Town  Warrant  a  definite  time  the  polls  are  to  be  open.  Amend- 
ment that  the  polls  be  opened  at  1  p.  m.  and  not  closed  before 
7  p.  m.  Voted  to  accept  as  amended  and  so  declared. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  May  25th  be  set  aside  as 
clean-up  day.  Amendment  to  have  a  committee  of  John  Mar- 
nell,  Herman  Gilman,   Rita  Rathburn,   Virginia  Bates  and 
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Richard  Upton.  Voted  to  accept  as  amended  and  so  declared. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  give  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Selectmen  for  the  Town  Reports.  Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  have  the  same  Old  Home  Day 
Committee  as  last  year:  Warren  Thayer,  Mary  Clark,  Richard 
Upton  and  Rita  Rathburn.  Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  change  the  location  of  the 
Christmas  Tree  in  Harrisville  to  Chapel  Square.  Vote  in  the 
affirmative  and  so  declared. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  recess.  Vote  in  the  affirmative 
and  so  declared. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  close  the  polls  at  8:05  p.  m. 
Vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  at  9:15  p.m.  So  Voted.

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HARRISVILLE-1957 

The  weather  being  important  to  industry  as  well  as  our  way 
of  life  we  can  note  that  on  January  14  and  18  the  temperature 
was  reported  around  28  to  30  degrees  below  zero.  Then  on 
January  21  and  22  the  thermometer  rose  to  32  and  40  degrees 
causing  ice  to  melt  off  the  roofs.  We  do  enjoy  eccentric  weather. 

In  January  our  telephone  switchboard  was  changed  to  the 
Dial  System  for  around  186  subscribers. 

On  March  30th  the  Chesham  Post  OfRce  was  closed  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Bemis  was  retired  after  51  years  of  postal  service. 

April  22  was  New  Hampshire's  own  Fast  Day  which  the 
General  Court  designated  as  official  in  1899. 

On  April  26  a  fire  burned  over  25  acres  of  woods  owned  by 
Mrs.  Charles  Laine  and  the  Herman  Gilmans.  The  men  volun- 
teers worked  courageously  and  the  women  brought  much  food, 
coffee,  and  water  to  the  men  on  this  blustery  day.  Yes,  we  will 
all  work  together  in  an  emergency. 

April  29.  On  this  day  all  the  Shad  Bushes  seemed  to  blossom. 

June  20.  We  shivered  in  53  degree  temperature  which  was  34 
degrees  lower  than  yesterday's  maximum  of  87  degrees  ending 
a  five  day  heat  wave.  This  was  the  day  lightning  struck  the 
high  chimney  over  the  original  wood-burning  mill  boiler  house 
built  about  140  years  ago. 

August  31.  The  Selectmen  sold  at  auction  the  100  year  old 
Harrisville  School  Building  and  land  on  the  hill  in  back  of  St. 
Dennis  Church.  They  also  sold  14  cottage  lots  on  Russell 
Reservoir  this  same  day. 

September  25.  We  had  the  first  frost  of  the  season. 

September  27.  A  lighted  dial  public  telephone  booth  was 
installed  in  front  of  Pope's  Harrisville  Store. 

October  4.  Sputnik,  the  first  Soviet  satellite  was  success- 
fully launched  and  watched  by  townspeople. 

October  11.  We  picked  flowers  before  the  first  freeze  of  the 
season. 

Cheshire  Mills  had  slow  business  this  year  and  many  found 
employment  elsewhere. 

A  beach  house  was  built  and  improvements  made  on  the 
Harrisville  Beach  during  the  summer  and  many  enjoyed  the 
facilities. 

The  Cub  Scouts  and  P.  T.  A.  were  active  during  the  year. 

What  everyone  was  talking  about  this  year:  the  effect  of 
cigarettes  on  cancer,  tranquilizers,  Khrushchev,  social  security, 
segregation,  the  Supreme  Court,  peace  in  the  nuclear  age,  and 
progress.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examinations 
and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Harrisville  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31, 1957,  which  was  made  by  this  Division 
in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter 
listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 
SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk,  Library  Treasurer  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  Dec.  31,  1956-Dec.  31,  1957: 

(Exhibit  A-1) 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  Dec.  31,  1956  and  Dec.  31, 
1957,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.    As  indicated  therein  the 
financial  condition  changed  from  a  Net  Debt  of  $2,301.69,  to  a 
Surplus  of  $15,563.39  during  1957. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition :  (Exhibit  A-2) 
An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein.    These  were  as  follows:

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures— Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues :  (Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4) 
Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Dec.  31, 
1957,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.   As  indicated  by 
the   budget    summary   (Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue    surplus  of 
$6,564.18,  plus  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  ot 
$3,384 .44,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $9,948.62.      . 
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Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  Dec.  31,  1957,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of 
the  Treasurer's  balance,  as  of  Dec.  31,  1957,  is  indicated  in 
Exhibit  B-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  ex- 
amined and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  pajrolls  as  well  as 
entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source 
insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  recon- 
ciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  de- 
pository banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Collector's  records. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require 
that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual 
report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Harris- 
ville  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

HARRISVILLE,  TUESDAY,  MARCH  5,  1957 

The  school  district  meeting  opened  at  3:10  o'clock  p.  m.  at  the 
Wells  Memorial  School.  Because  of  the  absence  of  Casper  Bemis 
the  warrant  was  read  by  the  clerk.  Ralph  Bemis  was  elected 
moderator  pro  tempore. 

Article  1.  Voting  for  town  school  district  officers  by  Australian 
Ballot  continued  from  the  opening  of  the  meeting  until  its  close 
at  9:05  p.  m. 

Article  2.  At  7:30  p.  m.  Mr.  Frederick  Davis  made  the  motion 
to  accept  the  amount  of  $305,  printed  in  the  budget  on  page  59, 
as  the  amount  to  raise  for  salaries  of  the  school  board  officers  and 
agents.    It  was  so  voted. 

Article  3.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Colony  moved  that  reports  of  school 
district  officers  be  accepted  as  written  in  the  report.  Vote  was  in 
the   affirmative. 

Article  4.  Mr.  Edward  Mattila  moved  that  the  School  Board 
choose  auditors  at  a  later  date.    It  was  so  voted. 

Article  5.  Mrs.  Colony  moved  that  the  school  district  raise  and 
appropriate  $43,951  and  to  authorize  and  direct  the  school  board 
to  apply  against  said  appropriation  such  income  as  is  estimated  by 
the  school  board  exclusive  of  state  aid,  and  upon  the  determination 
of  the  amount  of  state  aid  to  be  received  by  the  school  district 
during  the  next  fiscal  year,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  school  board 
to  apply  against  such  appropriation  the  sum  to  be  received  from 
state  aid  and  with  the  school  district  clerk  certify  to  the  selectmen 
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the  balance  as  an  assessment  to  be  raised  by  the  town  for  school 
purposes. 

Each  item  in  the  budget  was  discussed  and  the  vote  on  the 
motion  as  read  was  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 

Article  6.  Mr.  William  Bemis  made  the  motion  to  accept  this 
article  which  read:  to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  establish  a 
capital  reserve  fund  under  provisions  of  chapter  160,  paragraph  1, 
laws  of  1943  and  chapter  8,  paragraph  2,  laws  of  1947  revised  and 
chapter  35,  paragraphs  1-5,  revised  laws  of  New  Hampshire;  and 
to  authorize  the  deposit  of  any  balances  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
each  school  year  into  said  capital  reserve  fund.  Such  funds  to  be 
placed  with  the  trustees  of  trust  funds  and  used  for  construction 
or  major  capital  use  when  so  authorized  by  vote  of  the  school 
district.    It  was  so  voted. 

Article  7.  Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Francis  Parker  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  to  pay  for  light  and  heat  when  the 
school  building  is  used  by  local  groups  under  board  policy;  also 
to  have  the  school  board  include  same  in  the  budget  in  the  future. 
Vote  was  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 

Article  8.  Mrs.  Helen  Spaulding  made  the  motion  that  in  the 
future  the  school  district  meeting  be  held  the  week  previous  to 
town  meeting;  and  that  the  school  directors  set  the  time  and 
place  of  he  meeting.    It  was  so  voted. 

At  9:05  p.  m.  a  motion  was  made  to  close  the  polls.  A  recess 
was  declared.    Thirty-three  votes  had  been  cast. 

The  following  were  declared  elected:  Casper  Bemis,  Jr.,  Mode- 
rator; Helen  Spaulding,  Clerk;  Virginia  Bates,  Treasurer;  Marjorie 
Colony,  School  Board  Member,  3  years. 

The  results  were  announced  and  the  meeting  adjourned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  Wells  Memorial  School  continues  to  function  quietly  but 
efficiently  under  the  able  direction  of  a  capable  teaching  staff; 
which  includes,  in  addition  to  the  three  regular  teachers,  special 
teachers  of  art,  reading,  and  natural  science.  Because  of  good 
working  conditions  and  fair  salary  adjustment,  all  of  our  staff 
members  have  remained  with  us.  This  retention  of  capable 
teachers  is  all-important  in  this  time  of  teacher  shortage. 

Our  school  building  is  kept  in  next-to-spotless  condition  by 
"Bob"  Silver;  and  the  lunch  program,  under  the  able  direction  of 
Mrs.  Jessie  Bosworth,  is  the  envy  of  many  schools  and  the  pride 
of   our  own. 

The  fact  that  the  Marlboro  school  district  has  just  completed 
its  new  $200,000  Junior-Senior  high  school  should  be  of  more 
than  passing  interest  to  Harrisville  pupils  and  citizens.  Marlboro 
High  School  is  now  able  to  offer  Harrisville  pupils  the  opportunity 
to  attend  a  small  high  school  where  personal  attention  to  indi- 
vidual problems  is  possible  and  there  is  a  much  better  chance  for 
the  pupil  to  take  part  in  the  extra-curricular  program  in  sports, 
plays,  chorus,  etc.  The  Marlboro  school  board  plans  to  maintain 
a  tuition  rate  of  at  least  $100  per  pupil  less  than  Keene  and  the 
board  is  pleased  to  invite  Harrisville  pupils  to  Marlboro.  Other 
advantages  to  such  attendance  would  be  the  greatly  reduced 
distances  pupils  would  be  transported;  and  the  fact  that  both  com- 
munities are  in  the  same  school  union  and  under  the  same  super- 
visory union  school  board.  This  results  in  Harrisville  having  some 
direct  control  over  the  educational  program  of  their  high  school 
pupils.  Very  serious  consideration  of  all  aspects  of  the  high  school 
tuition  problem  should  be  considered  at  the  annual  district  meeting.

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Mary  Lee  Pelczar  as  a 
cadet  teacher  from  Keene  Teachers  College.  She  has  been  with 
us  for  eighteen  weeks,  spending  nine  weeks  in  each  Mrs.  Libby's 
and  Mrs.  Sabin's  rooms.  Mrs.  Charlotte  Holt  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Lessard  of  Keene  Teachers  College  have  taught  daily  one  period 
for  two  weeks  under  Mr.  Wyman's  supervision.  They  have  taught 
a  unit  on  electricity  and  Finland.  This  experience  has  given  our 
pupils  an  added  scientific  experience  and  has  given  the  students 
from  Keene  Teachers  College  an  opportunity  to  plan  and  teach 
a  unit  under  actual  classroom  conditions.

Pupils  in  Wells  Memorial  School  are  fortunate  to  have  a  pro- 
gram of  such  great  variety  as  is  offered  here,  and  the  townspeople 
are  to  be  congratulated  for  making  these  experiences  in  education 
available  to  their  children.
